Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 

Rio de Janeiro, January 18, 1897. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended January 
16, 1897 : 

There were 7 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 6 ; 8 from 
yellow fever, an increase of 3 ; none from smallpox, 1 in the foregoing 
week ; 8 from beriberi, an increase of 4 ; 45 from tuberculosis, a decrease 
of 1 ; none from diphtheria, 1 in the foregoing week, and 276 from all 
causes, an increase of 1. 

The health of the town and port is better than I have ever known it 
in January. On the 13th there were only 24 deaths from all causes, 
which would be very low for the healthy months of June and July. 
There were a few more cases of yellow fever, but nothing like what is 
nsual at this time of the year.

N. Y. January 18, ship Columbus, Finn, for Sapelo Sound, Georgia; 
steamship Maverstoc, British, for Hampton Boads, Virginia, and steam- 
ship Caldy, British, for New Orleans, La.
